TRIAL OF MR. FAUNTLEROY. 
és OLD BAILEY.—Ocet. 30. 

Such was the intense mterest respecting this trial, that as early 
as seven o'clock the several doors leading to the Court House of the 
Old Bailey were beset by persons anxious to be present. Pounds 
were offered for seats in the gallery. ‘The Court was kept under 
the controul of the Sheriffs, and the completest possible accommo- 
dations were made for the City and Legal Authorities, for the Stu- 
dents, &c. Several applications were wade by, and invitations in 
consequence forwarded to, persons of distinction, to be accommo- 
dated on the Bench; but it was ordered by the Sheriffs that ‘none 
except the Judicial Authorities, the City Magistrates, and the Go- 
vernor and Sub-Governor of the Bank were to be admitted to the 
Bench. The Students’ Box was occupied by Students, who ap- 
peared there in their gowns. ‘The seats opposite te the Jury-box 
were kept apart for two separate Juries, who were summoned to be 
in attendance. At the end of the Jury-box, extra benches and en- 
closures were formed for the convenience of the gentlemen conuect- 
ed with the Press; and the officers. Mr. Wontner, the Governor 
of Newgate, the Sheriffs, Under-Sheriffs, &c. were most attentive 
in seeing that the several regulations were duly attended to. The 
galleries, in front of the dock, were the only places not specifically 
appropriated, and they were speedily seized upon by some Common 
Councilmen, &c. Sir J. Shaw was on the bench by eight o'clock, 
and soon after that hour the cclebrated Ex-Sheriff appeared at the 
Counse)s’ table.—The officere of the Conrt removed him thence, 
but he claimed his right, as Ex-Sheriff, to appear there, which the 
Parkius then crossed by the wit- 
ness-box to the open space in front of the Dock, and stationed him- 
self immediately facing the place where the prisoner would stand. 
Alderman Brown then proceeded to the Ex-Sheriff,and asked him 
whether he had ever had any connection with Mr. Fauntleroy. Par- 
kins replied, only as a banker. Alderman Brown observed, that 
the station which he had taken was a very prominent one, perhaps 
painfully so; and said that his remaining there might unnecessarily 
produce pain to the prisoner, who was about to be placed on his 
defence, and therefore, ought not to be subjected to any interrup- 
tions which might be avoided, and suggested the propriety of his 

i wing to some station where he might not so immediately 
face prisoner. The persons who were around the Ex-Sheriff, 
acknowledged the feeling character of this suggestion, whereupon 
Mr. Parkius, though evidently with some reluctance, withdrew to 
the back of the Court. 

The demeanour of Mr. Fauntleroy was evidently changed by 
the near approach of the trial. He was last night greatly depress- 
ad, and the efforts of bis friends to arouse him were wholly vain. 
Many persons went to see him, but his most particular friends only 
were admitted. In reply to their efforts to ameliorate his depree- 
sion and apxiety, Mr. Fauntleroy’s chief reply was, that “ he wish- 
ed all was over; all he felt afflicted at was the public exposure : 
that he knew could not be avoided, but that gave him pain; how- 
ever, it would soon all be over.” He slept very indifferently; but 
he rose soon after day-light, and manifested un air of settled depres- 
gion. He scarcely spoke. 

By nine o’clock several of the Aldermen appeared on the Bench, 
Aldermen Brown, Smith, &c. Lord Mountford, Lord Nugent, and 
Mr. Irvine, M. P., also entered the Court, and were accommodated 
with seats near Mr. Wontner, by the dock. Mr. Arabin, who ap- 
peared for the Recorder, theu proceeded with the trials of some 
Middlesex cases. 

Mr. Harmer came into Court about half-past nine. The profes- 
signal gentlemen for the prosecution, also, entered the Court about 
the same time, attended by an appalling mass of large ledgers, &c. 
which were piled up by the side of the dock. 

. ‘The Counsel for the Prosecution were the Attorney General, Mr. 

Bolland, and Mr. Law; for the defence, Mr. Gurney, Mr. Brodrick, 
Mr. Alley, and Mr. C. Phillips. With the exception of the lead- 
ing Ceunsel, they took their seats at the table soon after nine 


o'clock. 
THE TRIAL. 

At ten o’clock preparations were made for the commencement of 
the trial. The space in front of the Dock had been erowded to ex- 
cess, as had the large station at the lower side of the Dock, usually 
allotted to witnesses for prosecutions. For the present prosecutions, 
twenty-five witnesses were in attendance. 

Judges Park and Garrow, entered the Court. 

Henry Fauntleroy was then ordered to be placed at the bar. Fle 
‘was brought in attended by Mr. Wontner and several officers. He 
was dressed in black, and appeared extremely depressed ; it seemed 
to be with difficulty that he could approach the front of the Dock. 
He leant heavily on the front, as if to support himself ; and he evi- 
dently breathed with considerable difficulty. He cast his eyes on 
the rne and other herbs placed on the front of the Dock; and he 
never raised them for a moment te look around him or at any ob- 
ject near him. 

. The Clerk of the Arraigns proceeded to read the first indictment. 
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While it was reading, the prisoner appeared to recover much 
self-possession ; but he still continued with a downcast counte- 
nance. 

Seven indictments were read. To them he answered, in reply to 
the customary questions, that he was“ Not Guilty,’’ and that he 
would be “tried by God and his Country.”’ 
swers, he gently leant forward ; but he spoke in a low, though an 
unagitated, tone; and he never looked up. 

A request was then communicated to the Bench, that the prison- 
er might be accommodated with a chair. 

Mr. Justice Pank.—Certainly. [Let the prisoner have a chair on 
account of the indisposition which is alleged. 

It was brought, but the prisoner, who never looked up or about, 
was obliged to be guided to it. It was placed in the corner of the 
Dock, with the back towards the Jury-box ; and the prisoner then 
sat down, leaning his head on his right hand, and he hardly ever al- 
tered the position. When the Judge ordered the chair, the prisen- 
er bowed respectfully to the Court, in acknowledgment of the in- 
dulgence. 

A Middlesex Jury occupied the Jury-box. 

Mr. Justice Parx told them they must withdraw, as the cave 
about to come on was in the London Jurisdiction. 

They did so very reluctantly, and enquired whether they should 
wait. 

Mr. Justice Park eaid, he knew not how long it might last. 

The London Jurymen were then called, and the foilowing indi- 
viduals were then sworn ;—John Keely, (Foreman) Jolin Mowatt, 
Thomas Reeve, Edward Joyce, Job E!liott, Job Horton, John Proc- 
tor, Thomas Driver. Abraham Agar, Thomas Clarke, ‘Thomas Jones, 
Wm. Whitchurch. 

None of the Jurymen were challenged, though Mr. Justice Park 
reminded the prisoner that he was at liberty to do so. 

The prisoner having been arraigned in the customary form, by 
the Clerk reading the first indictment, 


Mr. Law stated the indictment, which, be said, consisted of two! 


counts; the first charging Henry Fauntleroy with forging a certain 
deed, with intent to defraud Frances Young of 5,000/. Stock; and 
the second charging him with forging such power of attorney, with 
intent to defraud the Bank 

The Attorney-General then rose, and proceeded to address the 
Jury. He said it was his painful duty to state the circumstances 
connected with this prosecution ; and to detail to them the evidence 
which would be adduced in its support. As Counsel could not ad- 
dress the Jury for the prisoner, they would easily feel that the painful 


character of his duty might be thereby somewhat increased; but it |

‘with the attesting signatures of John Watson and James Tyson. 


These three signatures were forgeries. John Watson and James 
Tyson would be called and would state that they neither of them 
saw Frances Young sign such a document, nor did they attest it 
themselves. The instrument was filled up regularly, in words at 
length; and it weuld be shown, that the hand-writing was that of 
the prisoner at the bar. The two witnesses were designated clerks 
to Messrs. Marsh and Ce. All those signatures were in the hand- 
writing of the prisoner. But if that were not so, the prisoner must 
have been acquainted with the writing of the clerks, and thence 
would have discovered the forgeries if he had not been a guilty 
party. The power of attorney was left in the Bank in the custo- 
mary manner, and remained there twenty-four hours, in order that 
the Bank books, &c. might be regularly examined. Such time hav- 
ing elapsed, the attorney (the prisoner at the bar,) attended at the 
Bank to effect the transfer. The attorney must attend in person on 
such occasions, and write at the bottom, *‘{ demand to act on this 
power of attorney.”’ This the prisoner did on the 21st of June, 1815, 
and signed his name at full length, after having written such words. 
Thus it would appear that the power of attorney, authorizing him- 
self to sell the 5,000/. was wholly prepared by the prisoner; he 
therefore must have known it to be a forgery. The Learned Gen- 
tleman said he would now come to a more important and conclusive 
part of the case. If there had been any doubt about the preparation 
of the power of attorney, he would presently produce a document 
of so extraordinary a nature, as to leave no doubt of the part which 
the prisoner acted in these transactions. ‘The key with which the 
prisoner locked his desk ke wore attached to his watch chain, an& 
on his apprehension it was taken from him by the officer. That of- 
ficer, afterwards, went to Berners-street to make various searches. 
In one rogm of the Bunking-house there were a number of tin cases, 
containing deeds, &c. the property of their customers, and in front 
of all of them, with one exception, were painted the names of the 

customers to whom such property belonged. That case on which 
nothing was written attracted the peculiar attention of the officer, 

and he foufid that it was to be opened by a key which he had dis« 

covered locked up in the prisoner’s private desk. In that box there 
were many documents of a private nature, and connected with money 

transactiont.in which the prisoner and the house were engaged. 

Among them was one of a most extraordinary nature, and which he 

was aboutto read.

PROSPEROUS PROGRESS O THE GREEKS. AND ITS 
EFFEC 's UPON THE INPERESiS OF ENGLAND. 

We have abstained for sume period irom observ: g upon the con- 
fesi between the Greeks and Turks. because the accounts have hi- 
therto been very doubtful, and because such strong feelings and pas- 
sious were conceruved ou both sides as to render it a matter of great 
@elicacy 

It 1s easy to conceive, that the wishes of the public, and of the 
Government, are not altogether concordant upon this subject; and 
that the Government is very aliowa/ ly, not merely cautious, but in 
some degree jealous and a; prehensive as to possible consequences, 
Allow tbe feelings of ihe Kiug s ‘linisters to be as generous as we 
believe them to be ;—-allow that they feel as all zentlemen must feel 
Upon this poiut, where the very prejudices of their early life are 
@o..cerned,—there is still ove question, which, in these aud in all 
other circumstances where mere sentiment aad good wishes inter- 
pose, men are compelled to put to themselves. 

Vhis question is,—de my wishes correspoud with my duty ?— 
How stands the point of absolute duty’ As regards the Ministers, 
the answer immesately oceurs, that at is contr ory to the interest of 
ali zovernment and establisisment to give countenance to the insur- 
Fection of subjects against their sovereigns. {: their secret inclina 
thou .n favour of Greece should then suggest aud repiv, that Greeve 
§s av extreme ca-e,—thal her rel gion, aud the degree of oppression 
which is exereised over her, take be: out of the common rule,— 
there is thea another questiou,—whai will be the prob» bie eveat. 
and how wiil this event effect the interests ot England: It Greece 
be liberated from Turkey, wiil it uot so totally derange the existing 
relations :9 that part of Europe, as sreaily to bear upon the esta- 
blished system of Austria, Russia, iurkey and England? ‘Vill vot 
Turkey, and im the event, Greece itseli, be at the merey of Russia? 
Avid is it consistent with political »: udence that we should not only 
incur this peril, but absolutely promote .t? It is scarcely necessary 
to epeat, that there are ail very io portant questions, and that it is 
very allowable io our ‘iimusters to have -ome hes:tatiou UpoU a 
6ulject of this kind. We have no doubt of the teelings of a man 
like Mr. Cauuing on this subject; butit 1s one thing to feel as a 
mn, avd another to act as the leader of a political body. 

Dismissing, however, the question of political relations, and con- 
fuing ourselves to the inquiry now the «reek Cause at present 
stands, it gives us a most sensible pleasure to Le eaabled to add, that 
the (jreeks have greatly advanced im their liberatiou; and have 
very nearly placed themselves in that situat.on in whieh they m+) 
almost dispense with foreign aid, and require of us no more thaw the 
ebservance of that neutraiity to which we staud pledged. If Greece 
ghould in the present, and 1 another campaign, achieve event ially 
her own deliverance. it will then be totally a different question whe- 
ther we shall not acknowledge her independence. 41) we should then 
require would be, that she should got throw he:self intothe power 
of Russia, but should hold her independence. as well as her liberty, 
upon a kind of general guarantee, like that of the Swiss Cantons; 
every power ayreeing to support nud respect it. Greece wou! then 
become a kind of Mediterranean Switzerland; and we can see no 
solid objection towards admitting her into the Commonwealth of 
States, in that relation and inde endence. . 

A question, indeed, woald theu oecur, how is Turkey to be pro- 
tected against Russia, when Turkey should be thus dismembered, 
—should lose her richest provinces, and all he: elements of maritime | 
power? But we conceive that this question belongs rather to Austria 
aod Prussia than to ourselves, and may be safely lefttothem. Our 
immediate concern is, that Russia should not obtain too great an ex- 
tet of sea shore upon the Medsterranean, and, particularly, should 
aot appropriate the strong holds which belong to Greece. This 
would be really dangerous, aud therefore must be prevented. Rus- 
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wheu any apprehension comes across us,—that the established inde- 

pendence of Greece would enabie Russia to swallow up Turkey 

Constantinople would then become a third point,-—a third flaw in 

the iron; and it would be contrary to the course of all human 

pio that a body of empire, so composed, should long cuhere to- 
r. 

Such are the points and such the apswers to them, upon which 
our own governient hesitates, and still continues hesitating upon 
the affairs of Greece ; and it must be allowed that they comprehend 
matters of much difficulty, and fully acquit the King’s Ministers of 
that charge of meanness, servility, or concurrence with the wishe- 
and doctrines of the Holy Alliance, which has been so loudly and 
so generally made against them. In one of the daily papers o! the 
last week. there is a long report of Colonel Stanhope, in which, 
amongst other matter, this accusation is made, and in violent and 
indiscreet language. We regret this injustice, vot to say, this folly. 
for is tt vot sufficiently obvious to every one, that Englaud has mo- 
tives enough for her actual con iuct. without referring her preseut 
conduct towards Greece to her sympathy in the views and feelings 
of the Holy hance? 

Our own opinion is, that the King’s Ministers, as a Council, care 
about as much for the Holy Alliance as we do, and are as free from 
all desire or thought of concurring with them in en-laving Europe ; 
and for this plain reason, because it is not the interest of themselves 
or the country. It is not the interest of the Vinisters to run c unter 
to the general voice of the country , exes pt where it becomes their 
duty to do so in furtherance of great public interests. But all great 
oational interests are against their concurrence in evslaving Europe: 
for the first, aad main sic: est of Exgland is, in the maintenanee of 
her commerce, and in the advancement of her trade and manufac 
tures. Now, is it necessary to argue, that no countries are large 
consumers and great dealers but such as are free, aid that the ex- 
inction of our trade would follow upon general despotism ? 

We see by this report of Colonet Stanhope, that he has been re- 
move? from Greece by the direct and express command of the King 
of England, and, we have no doubt, upon the complaint of the Go- 
vernment of the Sublime Porte. Colonel Stanhope complains of 
thix act of the British Vinistry, but we think very unreasonably 
We are bound, as a Government, by the express law of nations, to 
observe a strict neutrality; and it is surely a breach of that neu- 
trality, if we allow our officers and soldiers to assist either side. It 
has, indeed, been established as a matter of courtesy, that individu- 
als may follow their own inclivations, beeause it has been presumed 
that, in general and ordinary cases, as many would assist the ove 
side as the other. But this is only courtesy, not right, and therefore 
either party may withdraw it and stand upon their rights. Turkey 
has chose: to do so on the present occasion, and our Government is 
— to act upon the Law of Nations, when expressly required eo 
to Qo.

NEW GREEK PROt LAMATION., 

Missolonghi, S: pt. 21.—The following isthe new Manifesto ef 
the Greek Government. 

FROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT OF @REECR. 

*s The Presiuient of the Executive Power, the Greek Governs 
ment having no other care than that of the preservation of the 
Greek nation, to avoid every thing that may lead to its destruction, 
published, ou the information it had received, the proclamation of 
the 27th of May, which concerned the European merchant s'iips 
which were freighted at Constantineple and Alexandria to convey 
the enemy's troops to Greece. But the Government haviug learny 
ed that the said vessels do not convey the enemy s troops, but wares 
like stores, provisions, &c. und as the Greek Government takes care 
that neutrality and the laws of nations are observed in commerce 
with all possible precision, and as far as the rights of war permit— 
order. 

1. The European vessels freighted by the enemy to convey arms; 
ammunition, horses, provisions, and agy o' her article for the use of 
the enemy, ure subject to the laws of neutrality, and shall be treated 
by our naval forces according to the usages existing under similat 
cireumstances among the European powers. — 

2. The present Ordinance shall be communicated to the Admiral 
of the Greek naval force, and published inthe Greek Government 
Gazette. Copies shall be sent to all the Consuls, Vice-Consuls, 
and Agents of the European Powers who are at the Greek Archipe-

'yhe Provisional Secretary of State; G. RHODIUS, 
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Extract of a letter from Odessa, dated Oct. 15.—** The splendid suo- 
cesees of the Greeks, both by sea and land, are unexampled in mo- 
dern history. ‘The combined fleets of Turkey and of Egypt have 
been finally destroyed. Amongst the number of captives are Capi- 
tan Gibraltar, and another Pacha belonging to the Government of 
Egypt. It is reported that 200,000 Spanish dollars have been offer- 
ed as a ransom for Admiral Gibraltar, but the Greek Captain, Mi- 
oulis, answered, that he wanted seven frigates, and until they were 
surrendered to his Government the Egyptian Naval Commander-in- 
Chief must remain a captive. Another frigate was at the same time 
demanded for the ransom of the rest of the Turkish officers of rank, 
who had. during the short naval campaign. fallen into the hands of 
the Greeks. The combined Turkish and Egyptian fleets, after their 
defeat in-the channel of Samos, off the Islaid of Stanco, and after- 
wards in the neighbourhood of Patmos, fled towards the Dardanel- 
les, vainly hoping there to fiad a refuge fromt eir enterprising con- 
querors. On Oct. 5, however, they were again brought to action 
by the Grecian fleet. between Mitylene aud Kurankeni, and suffer- 
ed severe losses on that and the following days, of which no particu- 
lars have yet been received, exce; that his Highness te Captain 
Pacha took shelter on the 8th of October, under the guns of the 
Dardanelles, attended by one frigate and three brigs of war in ad- 
dition to his own flag ship—a miserable remain of the naval forces 
which a few months previously he conducted into the Levant, for 
the avowed purpose of terminating the struggle for liberty in the 
Morea. We have this ivformation as well from letters received 
from Constantinople as also from the Captai of a merchant ship 
arrived here, who wit essed a part of the battle, and who entered 
the Dardanelle- along with the shattered ships of the Capitan Pa- 
cha. He says, that the chase continued after the Vurkish Admiral 
retired before his conquerors, and expects that the son of the Pacha 
ef Egypt would be captured by the Greeks in this battle. This 
grea news is confirmed by various letters received here from Co: 
stantinople of the same date as that to which we have alluded. 
By land the Greeks are likewise in every place successful, and the 
inuependence of the country has been accomplished.”
